Edinburgh Papers, where the Letters Patent extend to Scotland ; 
and alfo Three Times in the Dublin Gazette, where the 
Letters Patent extend to Ireland) j in the Months of Auguft 
and September, or either of them, immediately preceding the 
Sefiion of Parliament in which fuch Application is intended 
to be made : And that fuch Notice Ihall have prefixed to it, in 
Capital Letters, the Name by which the Invention is ufually 
diftinguilhed, and fhall contain a diftindl Defeription of the In- 
vention for which fuch Letters Patent have been obtained, and alfo 
an Account of the Term of their Duration j and that the Chair- 
man of the Committee to whom the Petition for confirming or 
prolo.aging the Term of fuch Letters Patent is referred, do report 
to the Houfe, how far the Order contained in the faid Refolution 
has been complied with.
